1921 Holstein show season must be considered ag an out 
standing success. The numbers in many cases fell Siew 
the high mark of 1920 but when we consider the daternt 
business conditions obtaining, not only in our industry but 
in every other industry in this country, we believe we are 
safe in saying that the Holstein breeders of America 
deserve more credit for their enterprise in showing their 
cattle at the fairs of 1921 than could be claimed for any 
previous year in our history. The fact is outstanding that 
no one section has a monopoly of the great animals of the 
breed. As Ex-President Aitken so aptly put it nobody has 
or can secure a monopoly of the brains and energy required 
to produce winners. It is equally true that no one section 
of the country has such a monopoly and the pictures appear- 
ing in connection. with this review furnish the best possible 
evidence that our breeders, north, south, east and west, are 
striving and succeeding in the production and development 
of meritorious individuals as well as distinguished record 
makers. We are pleased to report further that there 
appears on the part of fair managments a better apprecia- 
tion of the obligations which rest with them towards their 
exhibitors in the enforcement of proper protection and 
sanitary regulations. At many fairs, however there is stil] 
room for improvement, and this improvement will be 
brought about just in proportion as the breeders and ex- 
hibitors, themselves, insist upon it. Sentiment among the 
breeders on this subject is developing to a point where we 
feel safe in saying that within a few years, at most, the 
fairs which are remiss in meeting this obligation might as 
well close their gates so far as their dairy cattle exhibits 
are concerned. It is encouraging to note also a growing 
interest on the part of the breeders in the fundamental 
purposes of the show ring as a means of advancement for 
the breed. Evidence along this line is furnished by the 
numerous letters from breeders on this subject appearing 
in this issue. These letters demonstrate that breeders 
all over the country are giving serious thought to the 
different phases and problems of the show ring, which we 
feel certain will mean much for its future as well as the 
future of the entire industry. 


NATIONAL AND SECTIONAL SHOWS 
The National Dairy Show 


The 1921 National Dairy Show at the Minnesota State 
Fair grounds brought out what was undoubtedly the great 
est showing of Holstein cattle ever assembled. The Black 
and White breed easily dominated in this greatest of all 
Nationals. The entries numbered 340 head of our breed and 
42 different breeders were successful in winning prize rib 
bons. Fifteen exhibitors divided the 24 blue ribbons 
awarded in the show, only four of the number being able 
to win more than one blue. In the individual classes, 20 
exhibitor won more than two blue ribbons and only three of 
them succeeded in annexing this number. ‘The two out: 
standing classes in this show were the “get of one sire,” and 
the aged cows. There were sixteen “Get’s” in the ring 
and there was undoubtedly more quality and uniformity 
than this or any other show has previously been able to 
bring out for competition. This result was especially 
pleasing as the Get of Sire class has now come to be 
regarded as one of the most important in the entire show 
from the standpoint of the breeder, who is trying to get 
somewhere in the improvement of his herd. After the 
money winners hadheen selected from this class there were 
still four groups “that would be contenders for the bine 
ribbon at almost apy state fair and which would have been 
well up in the mogey at any previous National Dairy Shov.

The Pacific-International Exposition 


The Pacific-International Exposition at Portland, Oregon, 
boasted an entry list this year of nearly 3500 head of live- 
stock of all breeds, including both dairy and beef cattle, as 
well as sheep and swine. The Holstein show was smaller 
in numbers than last year but the almost 200 entries in- 
cluded a lot of real quality for Judge Moscrip to pass upon. 
Twenty-nine exhibitors had animals inside the money, ten 
of the number winning blue ribbons. The Carnation Stock 
Farm herd won a sweeping victory with eleven first places, 
F. R. Beals and John L. Smith coming next with two each. 
The sensation of the show was the aged cow, Lady Aaggie 
Ormsby of Rock, owned by F. R. Beals. This great cow had 
recently completed a year’s record of about 1100 Ibs. butter 
from just under 30,000 Ibs: of milk and was shown in dry 
form. This is one of the outstanding show cows of the 
breed. Her capacity and strength impress even the casual 
observer while her quality, dairy temperment, udder and, in 
fact, every detail of conformation are such as to excite the 
admiration of every breeder. We feel safe in saying that 
in the form she displayed at Portland, this cow would rank 
as the outstanding show cow of the year. In addition to her 
own quality, this great cow had a son and a daughter well 
up in the prize money, winning with them first prize in the 
class for Advanced Registry cow with two of her progeny 
as well as taking first for cow with official year’s record 
and, of course, senior and Grand Championship honors for 
the show. Another sensational winner was 4a 2-vear-old, 
Tyee Yucca Johanna, owned by Heg & Sons.

Carn 
tion Matador Pontiac, who put up a sensational but losing 
fight for top honors in the senior yearling class at the 
National, was showing in form that would have won = 
her at that show and was an outstanding junior champion 
at Portland. A very pleasing line-up appeared for the Get 
of Sire in twelve good groups. Matador Segis Walker 
second at St. Paul, was the winner, with Hazelwood Heilo 
Ormsby Korndyke, the Hazelwood sire, in second position 
Carnation Stock Farms were successful in winning first in 
all of the herd classifications. The competition this year 
came entirely from the states of Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho, the state herd competition placing in the order 
named. There is a great opportunity for California and 
Middle-Western breeders as well as those of the East to 
show their Holsteins at Portland and thus help in develop. 
ing directly this great Pacific Northwest market for dairy 
cattle, which is now opening up to an extent never before 
approached. The attendance at this year’s Portland show 
exceeded for the first time the 100,000 mark. Much interest 
was taken in the Holstein judging although the size of the 
gallery during the judging did not approach that at the 
National. The Coast breeders have a license to feel very 
proud of the Holstein showing at the Pacific International 
this year. 


The Eastern States Exposition 


The Eastern States Exposition at Springfield, Mass., 
put on the best Holstein show in its history this year. There 
were 140 head from 28 exhibitors, with W. S. Moscrip as 
judge. Competition was keen throughout and the tops in 
practically every class would have rendered a creditable 
account of themselves at the National. Mt. Hermon 
Aaggie Creamelle, owned by Mt. Hermon School, although 
ten years old, was showing in a form that would have made 
him a contender in any show this year. This grand old 
sire has an impressive show ring record covering a long 
period of years. The great substance and strength of this 
bull is shown by the picture. Massachusetts Agricultural 
College brought out a remarkably good cow in Beth of 
Amherst 3d, who easily went through to the Grand Cham- 
pionship of the show. Colantha Sir Walker Korndyke, a 
son of Colantha Johanna Lad owned by Mt. Hermon school 
won first for Get of Sire, F. P. Knowles taking second and 
third on the get of King Pontiac Asiatic Ormsby and Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Sir Colantha, the latter another son of 
Colantha Johanna Lad.

The Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress. 


The Holstein show at the Waterloo Cattle Congress 
brought out some real quality although the numbers were 
disappointing. About 120 head were entered by fourteen 
exhibitors from Iowa, Minnesota, Illinois and Kentucky, 
Prof. H. H. Kildee judging. The Grand Champion here 
later repeated the performance at the National Dairy 
Show. This bull, a 3-year-old, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby. 
was outstanding and won handily in his class as well as 
in the competition for the purple championship ribbon. 
The other winners at Waterloo did not fare so well at the 
National. The junior champion bull, Sir Homestead Pon- 
tiac Beets, took second in his class at St. Paul, although 
making a good fight for first honors. Owanda Gerben 
Barber, the first prize aged cow, who had been undefeated 
throughout the Corn Belt fair circuit, broke down unde! 
the strain of shipping through the long fair circuit after 
freshening and did not compete at the National.

This year he also had a 
second get in third place, Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead 
King showing in second and fourth places. Hackney won 
the coveted banner as premier breeder and premier ex- 
hibitor. In this show, as at the National, as well as Port- 
jand and Springfield, it is interesting to observe that the 
leading winners on conformation were also backed by 
splendid production. For example, the Grand Champion 
pull, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, is a son of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes from a 34-lb.dam.

THE STATE FAIR EXHIBITS

year was held in Wisconsin. Breeders of that state are 
back of the show ring idea very definitely and as they are 
most thoroughly organized in their county work, it is easy 
to understand how it was possible for them to have out this 
year 375 entries from 98 exhibitors.

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The Show Ring 


N THIS ISSUE of the World, we are devoting consid- 
I erable space to the various phases of the show ring. 
We are presenting more pictures of Grand Champion 
Holstein winners at important shows than were ever be- 
fore gathered together within the limits of a single issue 
of any magazine and we are presenting some constructive 
thoughts and suggestions for the improvement of the 
show ring from a number of breeders, who have evidently 
given the matter careful considerationc/At is, prehaps, 
pertinent to consider briefly here just what the real mission 
of the show ring is in connection with the Holstein breed. 
Stated broadly, the mission of the show ring is to inculcate 
higher standards and a better appreciation of the value 
of conformation. It sets up ideals for all of us to strive 
for and advertises the breed and the individual breeders 
actively participating. It is primarily a recognition of the 
fact that function follows form. In other words, the animal 
that most closely approaches perfection in show ring type 
should also excel as a producer. If there is any inconsis- 
tency between the two, we are working on the wrong basis 
entirely@ The past season has demonstrated more than 
we have’ ever observed it before that there is a close rela- 
tion between the two and that the animals that are success- 
ful in winning in the show ring are pretty likely to have 
demcnstrated superior producing ability or to come from 
immediate ancestry of exceptional producing merit. The 
trend of public sale prices certainly furnishes inducement 
enough for breeders to strive with all their might to combine 
type and production in their animals. Auction sale observa- 
tion also is convincing proof that the public believes, and is 
willing to back that belief with its dollars, that function 
follows form, because they will pay more money for an 
outstanding individual even though untested and from un- 
tested ancestors than they will for an animal even though 
backed by the best of records, which is unattractive and 
off type as an individual. flAre we really consistent, then, in 
trying to work out a dual standard of judging, either along 
the line of our Advanced Registry classes at the National 
Shows or any other system in which the final award is 
based on proven production as well as conformation? As 
goon as we get into that phase of the question, we begin 
to penalize the animal which has not had the opportunity 
for development in official test and which may have been 
bred in a herd where no official records have been made, 
but which has the quality, has the producing ability along 
with the right conformation. By penalizing such a cow 
and making her show at a disadvantage in comparison 
with animals that have made large records, we are not 
taking a stand consistent with the fundamental idea that 
function follows form, There is another side of this ques- 
tion to be considered.' The making of records has come 
to be a very highly specialized industry. Some breeders 
are going on the theory that they will so handle their 
charges that they will put all they have into the pail in 
one sensational year’s record and at the close of their 
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year’s tesi, iuey are literally through.

We are supreme for modes 
tion and we are showing consistent improvement re 
year. In the matter of uniform type wei are not supr 
and while we are showing consistent improvement ca 
ticularly during the last two or three years, we are tn 
far from our ultimate goal along this line. There ca 
doubtedly plenty of room for improvement in the function 
ing of our shows. Too much, perhaps, depends upon the 
individual opinion—the likes and dislikes of the judees— 
and there is too much individual variation in the applica 
tion-of the scale of points. One writer in this issue in 
gests that-air of the accredited judges be called tegether 
in advance of the show season for a conference in which 
they wculd go over the matters of policy and procedure 
and attempt to harmonize their views with the idea of 
bringing about greater uniformity in their work. After 
analysis, however, we cannot get away from the fact that 
placing individuals in the show ring is all a matter of 
judgment, anyway; no animal is perfect in every particu- 
lar and the amount of variation from perfection must 
always be a matter of individual application. And we must 
recognize the fact that the same feature of an animal may 
actually look quite different to two different men, and both 
be perfectly conscientious in their efforts. 

In conclusion, we want to urge careful study of the 
illustrations of the Championship winners appearing in 
this issue. These pictures afford an object lesson in breed 
type of no small importance. We believe these pictures 
furnish a demonstration that is quite convincing that the 
Holstein-Friesian breed is making progress along the line 
of uniformity and conformation. Much remains to be 
done, however, and the problem deserves the best thought 
of those who are interested in the advancement of the 
industry.

The Economy of A. R. O. 


N THE Advanced Registry page of the current week 
] J. M. Hackney, whose work in Advanced Registry is 
known wherever the Holstein cow is bred, points out 
some of the economic advantages of Advanced Registry 
testing. Turn to the Advanced Registry page of this week 
and read Mr. Hackney’s argument. 

We have contended and we believe that consistent 
users of the Advanced Registry can furnish plenty of argu- 
ment that Advanced Registry very largely pays for its 
cost in the production of milk. Now as to the economy of 
the Advanced Registry. It teaches us to get the most out 
of our cows. This is self-evident from the very nature of 
the thing. If we have a cow that under ordinary dairy condi- 
tions produces 8,000 pounds of milk per year and under a 
system of Advanced Registry testing, whereby this cow is 
milked three or four times per day, given more feed and 
a little additional care and is made to produce 12,000 or 
15,000 pounds of milk per year, we can add to the profit 
side of this cow’s account the value of 4,000 to 7,000 addi- 
tional pounds of milk less the additional cost of feed and 
labor, and it is true that the additional cost of feed and 
labor for the added production is nowhere in proportion 
to the cost of the original production. 

We may say offhand that if Advanced Registry had 
been applied to all the dairy cows of America and enough 
good ones had been found that fill the requirements for 
Advanced Registry, we could with half the number of 
dairy cows that we have in this country today produce 
more dairy products at very little more than half the feed 
requirements and labor necessary to milk and care for 
them. 

The Advanced Registry takes up lost motion, reduces 
economic waste and pays for itself as it goes along. — 

Leaving aside the tremendous importance of knowing 
what we are doing in our breeding operations through the 
medium of the Advanced Registry, we can figure the 
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advanced Registry worth while from the standpoint of 
economy alone.

Holstein Development and Advertising 


ERHAPS the best argument of the value of advertising 
P to the Holstein industry is furnished by study of the 

history of the development of the Holstein cow. 

As we go back through the records we find the swing 
of popularity extending first to one strain, then to another. 
A study of the market conditions of the various periods 
tells us that at one time everybody wanted Strain A. Later 
Strain B became popular and still later another strain came 
into popular favor. 

What made each popular in its turn? First there was 
performance. No commodity can maintain for any length 
of time whatever, more than a semblance of popularity, 
unless it has real merit. 

And then came advertising. Advertising took the per- 
formance, displayed it before the public—told the merits 
of the strain—made it popular. The advertising columns of 
the Holstein and dairy periodicals of the day told most 
accurately what strain was in popular favor. The shadow 
of the advertising reached back into the breeding opera- 
tions of the breeders of those times and influenced their 
decision as to what bull to use or what females to buy. 

And, as had the first, so in turn another strain came 
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along, profited by the way in which its predecessor had 
worked its way into popular favor and in turn supplanted 
that predecessor through its convincing arguments in the 
advertising columns. 

Thus advertising the history of the development of the 
Holsteni cow has played a large part. Without advertising 
these great developments of our Holstein breeders could 
not have found the field which gave them an opportunity 
to influence so largely the molding of our present day 
Holstein operations. 

Advertising works no miracles. It cannot make merit 
or performance where merit or performance does not exist, 
but it can, and dces, more than, any other force, bring to 
the Holstein industry real information as to what is being 
done with the various strains—where the merit lies and 
where the best the breed affords for its own advancement 
may be had. In this way advertising performs a real 
service. 


Why is a Field Secretary? 


F ANY reader of the World holds in his mind a doubt 
as to whether it pays to have a strong State Organiza- 
tion with an active, full time Field Secretary on the job, 
we will suggest that he read the article in this issue 

under the above heading by Mr. M. H. Keeney of New Jer- 
sey. Mr. Keeney outlines a few of the results that are ap- 
parent from their organization work in New Jersey and 
the things that he sets down to the credit of the State As- 
sociation could be duplicated in the experience of almost 
any of the active State organizations. A conference of 
these Field Secretaries was held at St. Paul the day follow- 
ing the special meeting of the National Association and it 
was a reassuring thing to see the way these State Secre- 
taries went after the problems that are continually aris- 
ing in their business. Apparently the best of feeling pre- 
vailed and any idea that was working out particularly well 
in the experience of any of them was brought out as com- 
mon property to use for the advancement of the industry. 
There are certain problems of financing, etc., to be worked 
out and there are many breeders who have yet to be con- 
vinced of the value of the type of work that a State Organ- 
ization can do. As the work goes on, however, more and 
more of our breeders are coming to appreciate its impor- 
tance and to give it the benefit of their financial and moral 
support. Our suggestion right here is that you read again 
the article by Mr. Keeney in this issue and then get in 
touch with your own State Secretary to find out what there 
is that you can do in your locality to help sell the State 
Association idea.

The _ harder 
the battle, the more 
he enjoyed it. Fred 
Stimson was not 
ziven to boasting of 
his own exploits, but 
in the few intimate 
conversations I have 
been privileged to 
have with him, bits 
of reminiscence and 
reference to past eXx- 
periences have been 
illuminating. In this 
manner we gleaned 
that in the early days 
of his life in the 
Northwest he _ was 
engineer on a logging 
train. From _ that 
point he progressed 
to that of one of the 
biggest lumber 
operators in the 
Northwest. Having 4 
natural love for live 
stock, it was natural 
that Hollywood Farm 
should come into being as a construc 
tive breeding establishment. It was 
also natural that the owner should 
insist upon its becoming self support: 
ing. A high class milk route was es 
tablished in Seattle in order to get 
the best possible price for the pro 
ducts of the dairy. On one occasion 
the wagon drivers walked out on 
strike without a moments warnilé. 
Did Fred Stimpson knuckle down > 
their unreasonable demands? He di 




















not. He fired the whole crew and im- 
mediately founded the Hollywood 
restaurant—the finest lunch room in 
Seattle—and here he has built up a 
market not only for Hollywood milk, 
but for Hollyweod eggs and all the 
products of the farm. Again, just be- 
fore meal time during a big conven- 
tion his waiters announced a set of 
unreasonable demands as the price of 
their staying on the job. He imme- 
diately fired the lot, and drafted a 
punch of college girls to fill in the 
gap until he could make other ar- 
rangements. Again, at the National 
Dairy Show last October—the govern- 
ment exhibit was making a great hit. 
Stimson decided he must have that 
exhibit for the Pacific International 
at Portland. He was at once informed 
by those in charge that it was out of 
the question; they had no money 
available to send it to the Coast; 
their orders were to return to Wash- 
ington from the Dairy Show, and they 
had in fact already secured trans- 
portation back for the staff of demon- 
strators. Did this argument phase 
Fred Stimson? It did not. He took 
the next train for Washington, D. C.— 
and the exhibit went to Portland. 
There have been few men in the Hol- 
stein business with as keen an appre- 
ciation of their obligations as a breed- 
er—with as clear an understanding of 
what they wanted to accomplish and 
how they proposed to do it—as Fred 
Stimson. 

He leaves behind him at Hollywood 
a breeding institution that was just 
beginning to witness fruition of the 
ideals of the owner. Through his 
breeding operations, he was produc- 
ing animals that were making re- 
markable records and those same ani- 
mals were carrying the type and con- 
formation that our best breeders are 
so earnestly striving for. The next 
few years in the breeding industry we 
are sure would have given him great 
cause for satisfaction. He was an ar- 
dent spokesman, an enthusiastic long- 
distance motorist, a real lover of the 
great outdoors. He played as he work- 
ed, strenuously and wholeheartedly. 
On the occasion of the recent enter- 
tainment of the Eastern guests at 
Hollywood, one of the party remark- 
ed, “I have never seen a man of 
wealth who got so much real pleasure 
out of life as Fred Stimson.” He 
loved to work and achieve unselfishly 
and in the public interest and he had 
not forgotten how to play.

year ago. 

The highest cow for two-day butter- 
fat production was Cybele Walker 
Ramona Fayne with 5.715 Ibs. of fat. 
She is owned by W. W. Walker of 
Austin, Minn. The second highest 
cow was Fytje Ormsby Rue, a junior 
3-year-old owned by H. W. Schroeder 
of Owatonna, with 5.630 Ibs. of fat. 
Johanna Segis Barbetta, a mature 
cow owned by Carleton College Farm 
at Northfield, Minn., was the third 
highest cow with a_ production of 
5.193 Ibs. of fat.

Her four 
daughters, that have been tested for a 
year, have averaged away above 1000 
Ibs. and the only two granddaughters, 
that have been tested up to the 
present time (as .4-year-olds) both 
made over 1000 Ibs. 

This is not only a great loss to us, 
but a greater loss to the breed. For- 
tunately, however, she has left a won- 
derfully large family, and while she is 
gone, she wili still live through them.”

F OR some years back we have been 


portant shows of the season, the 
Minnesota State Fair, the Waterloo 
Dairy Cattle Congress and_ the 


National Dairy Show, the Count-Piebe 
combination won no less than twenty 
blue and purple ribbons and twenty- 
one red ribbons. Exhibiting a herd 
made up almost entirely of animals of 
this breeding, Mr. Hackney won more 
money at the Minnesota State Fair 
than any other exhibitor At the Dairy 
Cattle Congress his winnings were 
exceeded by only one other exhibitor 
and he was awarded the banner as 
premier exhibitor of animals of his 
own breeding. His showing at the 
National, while not quite so sensa- 
tional, was still a very creditable one. 
Noteworthy in regard to the exhibit 
was the number of animals from great 
record dams, showing that type and 
production can be combined. 


At the Minnesota State Fair, in 
twelve out of the eighteen classes, 
Arden Farm animals won either first 
or second in the open classes, his 
winnings including three firsts and 
six seconds in the individual classes, 
and two firsts and one second in the 
groups. One of his bull calves was 
junior champion of the show. 

At the Cattle Congress, Arden Farm 
animals of Count-Piebe breeding won 
first in four of the six bull classes and 
two firsts and two seconds in the 
female classes.

old heifers.

Bis is Halwood Korndyke, now junior 
herd sire at Davis Holstein Farm. 
Halwood Korndyke headed the Davis 
show herd, of which his first four 
daughters were the chief attraction 
and which, as we have said, was ex- 
hibited at nine shows this fall, rang- 
ing in importance all the way from 
the Ozark Stock Show and the Mis- 
souri State Holstein Association 
Show up to the Minnesota State Fair, 
one of the leading state fair shows of 
the season. In these nine shows the 
four daughters of Halwood Korndyke 
exhibited as get of sire placed first 
five times and second four times.

At the nine shows, nine different 
judges passed upon this herd, includ- 
ing such famous authorities as Bob 
Haeger at the Wichita Show, Axel 
Hansen at the Minnesota State Fair, 
Hugh G. Van Pelt at the Missouri 
State Fair and Professors Fitch and 
Davis, respectively heads of the Dairy 
Departments of the State Colleges of 
Kansas andNebraska.

The Growth of the State Show Herd Idea 


AN IMPORTANT CHAPTER FROM HOLSTEIN HISTORY 





J 





cled, bewhiskered old timer who 

has been through the mill, or 
perchance some beardless youth who 
has served an apprenticeship in a ped- 
igree house and so knows all there is 
to know about Holsteins—I say some 
years hence when one or the other of 
these gentlemen sits down to write 
the history of the Holstein breed in 
this country, he will undoubtedly in- 
clude a chapter with the above heading 
and it will perhaps start off something 
like this. 

The growth of the state show herd 
idea is one of the important phases of 
the history of the breed. It started in 
1919 when the great Holstein state of 
Minnesota, under the spirited guid- 
ance of their then state secretary, the 
pepful Mr. Bert Scott, selected a state 
show herd and sent it to the National 
Dairy Show and other exhibitions in 
the care of our old friend, Axel Han- 
sen, who has been a prominent figure 
in Minnesota Holstein history ever 
since Minnesota started making it. 

(Historians have to spread about so 
much taffy and in some cases, as we 
have just seen, they spread it where it 
belongs.) 

The Minnesota State Herd exhibited 
at the National Dairy Show of 1919, 
which by the way was considered the 
greatest National Dairy Show up to 
that time, consisted of 36 animals, se- 
lected from fourteen respective Min- 
nesota herds. Competing against the 
so-called professional show herds of 
Nathan Dickinson & Son, R. E. Haeger 
and Maxwell Farms, as well as the two 
good Canadian herds of A. E. Hulet 
and Haley & Lee, and numerous other 
smaller exhibitors, the Minnesota 


Y ciea’ hence, when some specta- 


state herd, considered as one herd, was 
a good second in respect to ‘total 
amount of money won. It was well up 
in the money in practically every class. 

The idea of the state show herd 
rapidly spread and before the next 
fair season came around, the National 
Association had appropriated $750.00 
to be divided into five prizes for state 
herds exhibited at the National, the 
prizes ranging from $250.00 down to 
$50.00. Money was also appropriated 
for a similar class at three important 
district shows, the Eastern States Ex- 
position and the Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress and the Pacific International 
Exposition, located respectively in the 
East, the Middlewest and the Pacific 
Northwest. 

It remained for little Kansas. to 
show the way to the older Holstein 
states in 1920. Kansas at that time, 
our historian might add, was noted 
chiefly for wheat, sunflowers and jack- 
rabbits, with a little sprinkling of Hol- 
steins located mostly in the eastern 


~ 


part of the state. It was Kansas who 
became so inoculated with the show 
herd germ that they picked up a com- 
plete string from all over the state at 
the very beginning of the show season 
and started out to make an ambitious 
circuit of five state fairs, Missouri, 
Iowa, Nebraska and both Kansas State 
Fairs, ending up at the Cattle Con- 
gress and the National. Much credit 
for this is due to Prof. J. B. Fitch of 
the Kansas State College, to Major 
Polk of the Disciplinary Barracks at 
Fort Leavenworth, to W. H. Mott, sec- 
retary of the Kansas Association, and 
to all breeders who contributed. The 
herd was cared for on the road by the 
Chestnut Bros., with several assis- 
tants, and by the time they reached 
the National, after being the big win- 
ner at the five state fairs and an im- 
portant contender at the Dairy Cattle 
Congress, where they first met the 
Minnesota and Wisconsin state herds, 
they brought up at the National in a

finished show condition that was the 
subject of much favorable comment 
from all the ringside. In 1920, the 
Minnesota state herd won first at Wa- 
terloo, with Wisconsin second, this 
placing being reversed at the National, 
with Wisconsin first and Minnesota 
second. The Kansas herd stood third 
at both shows. Credit is also due to 
the states of Iowa, Illinois and Indiana, 
that came out with a full string to help 
swell the ranks, although knowing full 
well that their herds, mostly picked up 
on the spur of the moment, would not 
be able to compete successfully with 
the more finished show herds. These 
states then deserve considerably more 
than honorable mention for their pluck 
in coming out and facing the music as 
they did. 

The 1921 National, which has been 
characterized as the greatest Holstein 
show of all time, brought out five state 
herds—Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ontario, 
Iowa and Kentucky, placing in the 
order named. The Wisconsin herd 
contained the senior and grand cham- 
pion cow of the show and the bull that 
furnished the strongest competition in

class to the grand champion bull of the 
show. They also had the junior cham- 
pion bull and several other first prize 
winners. The Minnesota herd had the 
junior champion female, the first prize 
aged bull and several other blue rib- 
bon winners. Canada had a very uni- 
form exhibit, although with only one 
first prize winner, a three-year-old hei- 
fer. The Iowa herd included’ the 
grand champion bull of the show and 
several others well up in the money. 
Kentucky, being placed fifth, furnished 
good strong competition in nearly 
every class and many considered that 
if their aged cow had not had a defect 
in her udder, she might have been a 
good candidate for highest honors in 
class. 

Three of these five herds competed 
at the Cattle Congress—the lowa, Min- 
nesota and Kentucky herds. Here 
Iowa was the winner, their herd being 
headed by the grand champion bull 
and including the first prize aged cow 
and the junior champion female and 
several other blue ribbon winners. The 
Minnesota herd, minus the Schroeder 
and the Grahamholm exhibits, as well 
as several others that helped them win

We might add that the state herd 
idea is proving a popular one every. 
where and it is to be hoped that our 
historian writing in the future may 
continue something like this: , 

In the years following 1921, more 
and more states adopted the plan of 
sending a state show herd on the road. 
As the various shows tightened up the 
sanitary regulations, more and more 
of the larger breeders adopted the 
practice of exhibiting their best ani- 
mals at the big shows and many of 
them started making the circuit of 
several important shows. The Kansas 
state herd and the Cass Farms herd 
in 1920 and the Hargrove & Arnold 
herd in 1921 have indicated that as a 
method of conditioning a show herd for 
the National, there is nothing much 
better than sending them around a big 
circuit of fairs with one or two good 
show men in charge to rub them up 
and put them in real show shape. The 
state show herd plan has proved its 
worth and long may it prosper.

STUBBS FARM DISPERSAL AVERAGES $328 


One of the greatest sales ever held in the south-west occurred on November 
10th, when Ex-Governor Stubbs dispersed his entire herd of 97 head at his 
farm at Mulvane,, Kansas. Forty-seven buyers from the states of Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Tennessee, Oklahoma, Colorado and Kansas, purchased the offerings 
for a total of $31,825, an average of $328 per head. The sixty-one cows in the 
sale brought an average of $395, twenty-three bulls $272 and thirteen calves 
an average of $100. Nineteen head reached the $500 mark, thirty-eight head 
the $400 mark, while forty-two head sold for better than the average price of 
$328. 

There is more interest shown in Holstein cattle than ever before in the 
state of Kansas and surrounding territories as was evident by the fact that a 
crowd of 1600 people attended the sale. The top price of the sale was $1300 
paid for Genista Knoll De Kol by the Mulvane Breeders’ Club. She was one 
of the main attractions at the Stubbs sale, holding at the present time six state 
records for butter and milk production, including a 30-day record of over 3100 
lbs. of milk and a 305-day record of over 20,000 lbs. She is now completing 
a year’s record of between 29,000 and 30,000 Ibs. of milk and over 1100 lbs. of 
butter. Her sire, Korndyke Butter Boy Jr., (30 A. R. O. daughters) is a grand- 
son of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d. Her dam, Genista 3d has a 25-Ib. 7-day record 
at ten years of age and a good semi-official year’s record. The Mulvane 
Breeders’ Club, represented by B. R. Gosney, also purchased the highest priced 
male of the sale, King Korndyke Canary Homstead, a 3-year-old son of Genista 
Knoll De Kol and sired by Canary Paul Fobes Homestead (54 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters) a 34-lb. son of Canary Paul. He sold for $1000. Their third purchase 
was the 3-year-old bull, King Genista Homestead, from the same dam as 
Genista Knoll De Kol and sired by Canary Paul Fobes Homestead, being pur- 
chased for $550. King Mutual Genista, a yearling son of Genista Knoll De Kol 
and sired by King Mutual Katy, whose dam has a 42-Ib. 7-day, and a 1290-Ib. 
yearly record, was purchased by H. F. Myers of Drummond, Okla., for $900, 
the second highest price paid for males. The Fred Harvey Company of Newton, 
Kansas, and owner of the famous chain of Harvey Railroad Restaurants through- 
out the southwest, purchased King Wren Ormsby, a 3-year-old son of King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, for $550. His dam is a 25-lb. daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes and is a full sister to Jenny Wren Pietertje with over 1000 
Ibs. of butter from 24,000 Ibs. of milk in 365 days. They also purchased a 
yearling son of Pearl Korndyke Burke, Kansas’ only twice 30-lb. cow, for $4265. 
His 8-year-old dam whose best 7-day record is 31.79 lbs. of butter from 591.2 
lbs. of milk sold for $875 to Fred E. McMurry of Darlow, Kansas.

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HIGH SCHOOL ESTABLISHES REG- 
ISTER OF PRODUCTION 


The Agricultural Department of the 
Eatonville, Washington, High School 
has just established a Register of Pro- 
duction for the surrounding territory. 
This is an effort to assist in culling 
out the low producers in the various 
herds of the community. In a dairy 
contest which has just closed, the de- 
partment showed that 25 per cent of 
the cows gave less than 150 pounds 
of fat, and over 50 per cent less than 
5000 pounds of milk. 


In an effort to attempt to encourage 
testing and the culling out of the 
boarders the High School is offering 
to test any herd and to present the 
owner with a neatly printed certifi- 
cate for each cow which makes over 
300 pounds of fat in the year. The 
boys in the Agricultural Department 
will do the testing and keep the rec 
ords, thus securing needed proctice in 
that phase of dairying. The farmer 
will weigh the milk, take the sam- 
ples, and keep account of the feed. 

This is the first instance that has 
come to our knowledge of a High 
School attempting any thing along 
this line. It shows that the school is 
alive to the needs of the community 
and is attempting to solve some of 
their problems.

We have other 
daughters to freshen during the latter 
part of the winter that look promising 
at this time. 

Terracelawn has become famous as 
a sire of show ring winners but he is 
also a sire of producers. It is true he 
has so far no world’s records to his 
credit but the average of all his 
daughters is something that many 
sires will never equal. His twenty 
tested daughters average in _ geven 
days over 25 lbs. and in semi-work 
seven have finished their year with 
an average of 20,000 Ibs. milk and 850 
Ibs. butter. Hilda Korndyke Segis, 
his last daughter to finish has passed 
the 1000 lb. mark with almost 23.000 
Ibs. milk. 

In the 305 day class we have four 
daughters of Terracelawn that have 
an average of 18712 lbs. milk and 779 
Ibs. butter. This makes. eleven 
daughters with semi records that 
average 19,527 lbs. milk and 825 Ibs. 
butter in an average of 343 days. We 
have a number of his daughters still 
on test and several that have not 
started yet that give every reason to 
raise this average 

Pr. Mills buying for a ranch in 
Hawaii thought’so much of this com- 
bination of breeding that he per- 
suaded us to part with two heifers. 
One a daughter of Terracelawn bred 
to King, the other a daughter of King 
bred. to Terracelawn. This combina- 
tion is getting for us some very fine 
calves and we are anxiously waiting 
for some of them to come in milk. 

Terracelawn is. still in service at 
our farm and should be for some time 
barring accidents. When all his 
daughters are grown up and tested he 
should have a list of daughters that 
will compare well with the best.

quite consistently inside the money. Hackney made the 
best showing in the male classes and Schroeder Farms in 
the female. Axel Hansen placed the awards. 


Michigan 


The Holstein show at Michigan this year broke all 
previous records for numbers with 275 head. This splendid 
showing is due, at least, in part to the efforts of the State 
Association. Pontiac State Hospital was the heaviest 
winner bringing out both Grand Champions. Other 
prominent winners were the two Lanawee County Associa- 
tions, Michigan School for the Deaf and John T. Buth. 
There was a lot of quality in the animals exhibited but 
the average of fitting was not up to state fair standards. 
Flint Hengerveld Lad, owned by the Pontiac State Hospital 
won handily in his class and met no serious challenge for 
the Grand Championship. He would place well up in any 
of the National Shows. Pontiac Maud, the Grand Champion 
for females, was showing in 3-year-old form and in addition 
to her evident show ring ability was on the home stretch 
of a 950-lb. 305-day record. This heifer is sister to 
Pontiac Irene, World’s record senior 2-year-old for butter 
production. W. S. Moscrip awarded the ribbons. 


The Two North Dakota Fairs 


Starting the show season in the United States are the 
fairs at Fargo and Grand Forks, North Dakota, in July. 
Fargo came first and put on a splendid show featured by 
the entries of E. C. Schroeder Farm, J. D. Bacon, C. L. 
Spaulding and others. The Schroeder herd won nine 
firsts and three championships with one Grand Champion- 
ship and Bacon six firsts and one Championship and one 
Grand Championship. Spaulding had two firsts to his credit. 
Lady Glen Artis Ormsby, a daughter of Sir Piet. Ormsby 
Mercedes, was first prize aged cow and senior champion but 
Echoland Pava Ormsby, first prize junior yearling and jun- 
ior champion, was made Grand Champion of the show. She 
is a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st. The 
Grand Champion bull was Canary Artis King of Butter 
Kings, owned by Bacon. Beautiful Josephine 3d, Grand 
Champion at Minnesota State Fair and first in her class 
at the National, here made her bow in the show ring, win- 
ning first in her class. H. G. VanPelt judged the Holstein 
classes. 


At Grand Forks the competition was between Bacon, 
Spaulding and Enright & Cole, the Schroeder herd not 
being present. Bacon made quite a killing at his home 
fair, capturing eight firsts in the open classes and all of 
the firsts in the groups. At this fair another daughter of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st was Grand Champion, 
this time it being the 2-year-old, Edenvale Sadie Mercedes 
Ormsby. Canary Artis King of Butter Kings was first 
again in his class but was defeated for Grand Championship 
by Bacon’s 2-year-old, Sir Pontiac Colantha Bismarck, 
reversing the placing at Fargo. Moscrip placed the 
awards. 

The Corn Belt Circuit 


The so-called Corn Belt circuit of state fairs opened in 
August at Sedalia, Missouri.

Oregon State Fair. 


The Oregon show this year brought out what is per- 
haps the most sensational show cow of the year in Lady 
Aaggie Ormsby of Rock, owned by F. R. Beals. This 
cow was outstanding at the Pacific International. The 
other championships were won by Bishop entries, the 
Grand Champion bull being Greenbank Sir Ormsby Hen- 
gerveld, the 3000-lb. bull owned jointly with Milky Way 
Farm. Junior champion male was a son of Sir Chimacum 
Wayne and Daisy Perfection, first prize 4-year-old at the 
National Dairy Show. The junior champion female was 
Chimacum Wayne Lutscke Sena, a remarkably fine Calf 
Club calf, owned by Stephen Bishop. Geo. Bulkley judged 
the Holsteins. 


Washington State Fair. 


The Holstein show at Washington State Fair this year 
was one of the best in the history of that exposition and 
much credit is due to the activity of Secretary S. V. 
Butchart of the Washington Holstein-Friesian Association, 
who put a great deal of effort into the idea of getting 
out strong County exhibits. The most successful winners 
were Carnation Stock Farm, Wm. Bishop, T. J. Owens 
and the King County Holstein-Friesian Association. Bishop 
won the Grand Championship with Greenbank Sir Ormsby 
Hengerveld and junior championship with The King of 
Chimacum 2d. Gerben Bracelet Fobes, first prize 2-year- 
old, owned by T. J. Owens, was made the Grand Champion 
of the show. On that day she finished 305 days in test 
with over 22,000 lbs. milk to her credit. A daughter of 
Matador Segis Walker was junior champion. The veteran 
breeder, John L. Smith, made the awards. 


The Two Oklahoma Shows. 


The Holstein show at Oklahoma City was one of the 
largest at any state fair this year, there being 198 head of 
Holsteins. Oklahoma herds predominated but Union Col- 
lege herd, Nebraska, and Modern Woodmen of America 
from Colorado. were prominent in winning, the latter win- 


ning senior championship on their aged bull, Woodcraft 
Pontiac Johanna Lad, junior and Grand Champion bull on 
Colantha Beets De Kol Johanna, a senior calf and junior 
champion female on Woodcraft Venus Pietertje Pontiac, a 


junior calf. The Grand Champion female was Empress 
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Wayne Gerben, owned by J. F. Vaugh 
Youkon Holstein Farm of Oklahoma saacaae klahoma. 
of sire class with the offspring of Prince Artis Peeaed 
Abbekerk, defeating the remarkable get of Union College 
by College King Segis Alcartra. Prof. Fitch of Kansas 
officiated as judge. - 

The following week at Muskogee, Oklahoma, 138 head 
of Holsteins were put on exhibition before Judge W. J 
Kennedy. Unfortunately, some of the best of the competi. 
tion from Oklahoma City did not come on to Muskogee 
notably J. F. Vaughn with his Grand Champion cow and 
the Youkon Holstein Farm. Modern Woodmen of America 
Sanitorium, Colorado, was successful in winning all of 
the championships, although upon different animals than 
had been placed upon by Fitch the preceding week. Their 
aged bull, Woodcraft Pontiac Johanna Lad, repeated as 
senior champion and was given the Grand Championship 
over Columbine Chiron Changeling, the first prize yearling 
their junior champion at Oklahoma City being set down to 
second place in class. Lady Lois Korndyke, third prize 
3-year-old at Oklahoma City was made first in her class 
and Grand Champion female of the show, while May 
Korndyke Mercedes Canary, junior champion at Muskogee 
was not even inside the money under Fitch the preceding 
week. 

Colorado State Fair 


The Holstein show at Colorado this year was small in 
number and the high honors were taken by the Arkansas 
Valley Sugar Beet and Irrigated Land Co., which won 
Grand Champion male on Paramaty Rag Apple De Kol and 
Grand Champion female on Paramaty Korndyke Ormsby. 
W. H. Standish placed the ribbons. 


The Western Royal at Spokane 


The Holstein show at the Western Royal this year was 
featured by exhibits of John L. Smith and the University 
of Idaho. Smith’s wonderful junior calf, Hazelwood Heilo 
Butter King, junior champion at Portland, not only won 
junior championship at Spokane but defeated the senior 
champion first prize 2-year-old, owned by the University of 
Idaho, for Grand Championship honors. The University, 
however, won Grand Championship for females with Idaho 
Violet Posch Ormsby, a grand cow with three records 
above 1000 lbs. Hazelwood Ormsby Heilo Duchess, a sister 
of the Grand Champion bull, was junior champion female. 

It was the uniformity of these youngsters as well as their 
quality that won first in get of sire for the Hazelwood 
herd sire, Hazelwood Heilo Ormsby Korndyke. John B. 
Irwin officiated as judge. 





Among the important Holstein shows of the year, we 
have failed to mention New York State Fair, Maryland 
State Fair and Canadian National Exposition at Toronto. 
We are fortunate in being able to present comment on 
these shows in some detail by Bob Haeger, who officiated 
at all three of them as judge. We close this review, there- 
fore, with Bob Haeger’s comment on the shows that he 
judged. It is packed full of interesting observations and 
some good advice to exhibitors. 


Canadian National Exhibition 1921 
By R. E. Haeger 


We judged here at Toronto our first large show of the 
season September 1-2 and found a very large entry of 
Holsteins with some of them well fitted and ready to 
make the show ring and at the same time there were 
others that needed some real home fitting before they 
should come before the public. 

It took two good long days to go over all the classes 
and in a real hot sun it sure was two days work. 

There was quite a string of aged bulls came out to the 
first call of the class but we found here a three-year-old 
bull and for the first time to make the aged bull class 
that was a “real bull” and prospects of making a still 
better show bull with a couple more years on him. This 
bull, Princess Colanthus Abbekerk,, won in his class and 
was afterwards made the Grand Champion. 

He is a bull that will always carry out well and show 
a wonderful depth with spring of rib. He really looks like 
a bull and not a female. , 

In the yearling bull class I found a real dairy type 
youngster in Pontiac Abbekerk Dewdrop. He is just dairy 
all over but if shown with more flesh on him would have 
improved him for the show ring. He was afterwards 
made Junior Champion. Shown in the right condition they 
don’t make them much better.

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The first and second senior bull calves were both 
good ones and showing their best. 

The female classes at Toronto are divided into milking 
and dry classes which is I believe a good thing as it is one 
of the hardest jobs in the judging line to compare a fresh 
cow with a dry cow even though there be little if any 
difference in the individuals. 

In the milking class of aged cows there was quite a 
long string of them—but no outstanding individuals. The 
winner in this class was a large real Holstein type cow, 
but had been fresh for several months and her show ring 
bloom was gone long ago. This cow shown fresh and in 
shape I believe would be quite a cow. 

In the aged dry cow class of course we found them in 
better condition and after we had worked the class around 
I found two cows at the top of the class that took some 
little work to come to a decision—but after we had them 
together it was easy for me to pick my winner in Bonnie 
Lassie Echo. This I believe is one of the three best show 
cows I have seen all fall. While she has her faults still 
she is a cow of classy quality and for head and neck, back 
line, rump and tail setting we see so few any where near 
her equal that it was easy to place ‘her over the cow Francy 
Maid 2nd who made second place. This last cow when 
led into the ring took my eye as well as lots of others but 
when you get to her and begin to look her over closely 
she does not hold up with the first prize cow. Francy 
Maid 2nd is no doubt a great producing cow but in the 

- show ring she is faulty in the head and neck as well as 
low in the loin and her tail setting can be lots better—she 
is also cut up badly between the udder and for a large pro- 
ducing cow shows very small veins and. wells. 

I understand my decision on these two cows drew 
some comment because the one had never been defeated up 
to this day. But in my own mind I am satisfied that I 
placed the BEST SHOW COW at the top. 


I found many good things among the younger females 
and the junior champion heifer, Lucy Gray 2nd showed a 
lot of quality and capacity as well. 


The Toronto Show was a big one and another year they 
will have a real place to show their cattle where any 
number of people can see the cattle at all times and the 
judge will have a much better place to line up his classes. 


Maryland State Fair, Timonium, Md.

From Toronto we headed right for Timonium and if 
you think they don’t have REAL DAIRY SHOWS down that 
way it will do some of the northern show men a lot of good 
to just go down and run up against some of the breeders 
that make this fair. There was a wonderful show of 
Holsteins, Jerseys and Guernseys and when we got through 
with the Holstein and Jersey classes we had found some 
of the very tops of this country. 

A good class of aged bulls with Brookland Wood King 
Pontiac leading the bunch. Here is a wonderful show bull 
with quality like we like to see on a great big fellow. In 
fact I believe this is the best aged bull I have seen out this 
year at any show. And was made Grand Champion but 
after he had quite a tussle with the yearling bull, S. X. 
Cornucopia Vale Korndyke who was the Junior Champion 
of the show and just about the best yearling we have seen 
out for some time. 


These two bulls were fit for the fastest kind of company 
and were in condition to go a fast heat. 


The aged cow class brought out a very classy string but 
the cow Hygeia Lily Pontiac Pauline while she had been 
fresh since March and was a little thin in flesh she still 
showed the real Holstein size and type and was an easy 
winner for first place and also Grand Champion. 

I believe this cow shown fresh and in condition would 
come near beating anything we have seen for some time. 
It will take a top notcher to beat her at any time. 


The three-year-old class was a good one and the winner 
was all cow in her three year old form winning over the 
National Dairy Show first prize two-year-old of 1920.

In the aged bull class Radium was an eas i 
also Grand Champion.

He is all 
bull—while he does not show the extreme fineness that 
some think you must have in the show ring at the same 
time with his size, bone, depth of barrel and spring of rib 
you must like him. While we can fault him in places gtijj 
it has been quite a while since we have seen one so well 
balanced for a big bull. 

In the junior yearling. bull class we found North Star 
General Champion for a winner and later on Junior Cham- 
pion. This is a real dairy bull all over but to show his 
best should have been carrying a lot more beef. 

The aged cow class brought out a long string and it was 
full of good cows. But most of the best cows were showing 
dry which gave us a lot of work in placing the dry with 
the fresh ones. Had the class been divided like at 
Toronto it would have been much easier work. 

But we finally worked Butter Boy Empress to the top. 
This is a wonderful dairy cow and the more you handle 
her the better you will like her. She was just starting 
to make bag at this show. She looks like a real dairy 
producer and she sure handles like one. Good head and 
neck, pretty good top line all the way back, deep and well 
sprung rib and the most open rib we have had this fall, 
an udder that is all silk and veins and wells all over her 
belly. 

The balance of the female classes we found some good 
ones but in the senior heifer calf class is where we 
found Drumlins Netherland Maud for a winner. and later 
Junior Champion. This is easily the best calf we have 
seen this fall and one that would be hard to fault. While 
she could not go through for Grand Champion still it was 
hard to turn her down. 





We also judged at Hamburg, N. Y., Wichita, Kans. and 
Beaver Dam, Wis., Fairs and even at these shows we 
found some that would stand a chance at the very best 
shows. 

In fact the Grand Champion bull and cow at Wichita 
put into condition would look well in the very fastest of 
company and no doubt will be seen there later on. 

In summing up the whole show season I believe that 
Brooklandwood King Pontiac would easily be a winner 
over any aged bull that I have seen and I have seen most 
of them. ; F 

In the cow class there is no question in my mind but 
what Bonnie Lass Echo, Hygeia Lily Pontiac Pauline and 
Butter Boy Empress are the outstanding show cows of 
the season. It would be hard to pick a winner from 
these until you had them side by side and then I can assure 
you the poorest one would be a big addition to your herd.

National, the Carnation herd won five 
blue ribbons or as many as any other 
two exhibitors. In all, the Carnation 
animals won no less than twenty-four 
ribbons, which was more than twice 
as many aS were won by the animals 
of any other exhibitor. Coming back 
to Portland, we find the Carnation 
animals winning three champion- 
ships, or aS many as all the other ex- 
hibitors combined, and eleven blue 
ribbons, which again is exactly 50% 
of the entire number awarded. The 
Carnation cattle received thirty-one 
ribbons of all colors at Portland, con- 
siderably more than any other herd 
on exhibition. 

The chief strength of the Carnation 
Show herd lay in the aged bull class, 
the female classes and the groups. 
The aged bull, Matador Segis Walker 
6th, was just nosed out of first place 
at St. Paul so lost the chance to com- 
pete for senior and grand champion- 
ship. At Portland he was first in class 
and senior and grand champion. 

Carnation did not exhibit any full 
aged daughter of Matador, but a full 
aged cow of different breeding stood 
third at Portland for them. Their 
four-year-old heifer was second at 
Portland and first at St. Paul, while 
their three-year-old heifer was first at 
Portland and second at St. Paul. They 
showed two two-year-old heifers, both 
daughters of Matador, winning second 
and fourth places at Portland and 
third and fifth at the National. 

Their senior yearling heifer, also a 
daughter of Matador, was first in 
class and junior champion at Port- 
land, and at St. Paul just lost a pretty 
race for first place. A junior yearling 
daughter of Carnation King Sylvia 
placed first in class at Portland, the 
same heifer that was just inside the 
money at St. Paul. At the latter show 
in the same class, the Matador daugh- 
ter placed third but at Portland could 
do no better than tenth place. 

Their senior heifer calf representa- 
tion was not quite so strong, a Mata- 
dor daughter being just inside the 
money at St. Paul, while at Portland 
a daughter of Carnation King Sylvia 
stood second and a Matador daughter 
fifth. Another nice daughter of Car- 
nation King Sylvia was first prize 
junior heifer calf, both at Portland 
and St. Paul, with Matador daughters 
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also showing for a place in each ex- 
hibition. 

In the herds and groups, the Carna- 
tion entries were decidedly hard to 
beat at both shows. At Portland, you 
will remember they won first in six of 
the seven groups, taking second place 
in the seventh group, that of A. R 
cow with two progeny. In this same 
class at St. Paul, the Carnation entry 
was also placed second as they did in 
the get of sire and produce of cow 
groups. The herds were fairly easy 
for them at St. Paul, first and second 
exhibitors herd, first breeder’s young 
herd and first calf herd all going to 
this establishment. 

In these two important shows then, 
both of which were judged by W. S. 
Moscrip, the Carnation herd won 
fifty-five ribbons, of which sixteen 
were blues and three championships 
Except for the aged cow, the four- 
year-old heifer and the three-year-old 
heifer, all these winners even unto 
the aged bull were offspring of either 
Matador Segis Walker or Carnation 
King Sylvia, constituting a striking 
triumph for Carnation breeding. 





UNION COLLEGE HERD WINS 
THIRTY BLUES 


A few weeks ago the Union College 
Holstein show herd returned from the 
show circuit, having been shown at 
seven state fairs. They were out on 
the circuit ten weeks. They won in 
premiums a little over’ twent-five 
hundred dollars. In these premiums 
there were five championships, thirty 
first premiums, thirty-three seconds, 
several thirds and a few straggling 
fourths At one of the largest state 
fairs, this herd got the diploma for 
winning the most money, and also the 
diploma for winning the most money 
in proportion to animals shown. 


College King Cornucopia De Kol, a 
son of College King Segis Alcartra 
and Mabel Cornucopia De Kol was 
perhaps the most outstanding individ- 
ual in the show herd. He was a junior 
calf and took first every time he was 
shown and took junior championship 
four different times. 
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College King Netherland, «nother 
son of College King Segis Alcartra 
took first several times and second a 
few times. He is another outstanding 
individual. 

Another prominent individual in 
the show herd is C. K. S. A. Mary 
Segis Pietertje. She took first and 
second several times, and was junior 
champion once. 

The calf herd of this 
Holsteins took first five different 
times and second twice. The calf 
herd was made entirely of calves from 
College King. The group Get of Sire 
took first three times and _ second 
three times. The Breeders Young Herd 
took first three times and second three 
times. The group -Produce of Cow 
took first twice and second twice. 
There are many other individuals that 
won red and blue ribbons, but when 
we stop to consider that practically 
this entire herd is the get of one bull, 
College King Segis Alcartra, it should 
emphasize that his progeny is making 
a splendid showing. The Jr. champion 
heifer last year at both the Kansas 
and Nebraska State Fairs was a 
daughter of College King. She has not 
been beaten in her class. Aside from 
producing show animals, his heifers 
that are just beginning to freshen are 
making splendid records. C. K. S. A. 
Boon Alcartra freshened in June as a 
junior two-year-old and made _ over 
eigheteen ibs. of butter and over four 
hundred Ibs. of milk in seven days 
when the thermometer in the shade 
was registering between ninety and a 
hundred every day.

CONVENTION 


The third annual convention of the 
American Farm Bureau’ Federation 
was held at Atlanta, Georgia, Novem- 
ber 21-23 with about three thousand

Howard, in a splendid addr 
lined the activities of the Federation 
during the past year. He stated that 
the Information Service of the Federa- 
tion is giving the public a better ap- 
preciation of the problems of the 
farmer and of the aim of his organiza- 
tion. The Transportation Departmen: 
has aiready brought about through its 
efforts in securing more favorable 
freight rates, a saving which amounts 
to far more than the total cost of 
Farm Bureau membership. Mr 
Howard well stated the relations of 
agriculture to labor when he said that 
the farmer must not be asked te in 
crease production unless labor and in- 
dustry also do their part of the ip. 
creasing. He outlined the things that 
are being done with the great problem 
of marketing farm products and re. 
ported on the work that has been done 
through the marketing conferences in 
considering specifically the problems 
of the grain growers, producers of 
dairy products, fruit, cotton and live- 
stock. He emphasized the importance 
od growth of the cooperative idea and 
urged that care be taken that all co. 
operative movements be built on a 
solid foundation and be not allowed 
to grow so fast that they became top 
heavy. He placed his finger on a 
vital spot when he _ said that the 
problem of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation is to keep in touch with the 
individual member and he urged the 
most complete support and coopera- 
tion with the State and County Farm 
Bureaus and the County Agent as in- 
lisp-ncsable links in the chain. He 
urged that agriculture be not dis- 
couraged over present conditions as 
the aftermath of war has always 
affected the basic producer first. He 
offered a prayer for the success of 
the farms reduction conference at 
Washington and closed his address 
with the ringing statement that the 
Golden Rule in business for a month 
would end all talk of panic or depres- 
sion. Later during the convention, 
the various department heads ex- 
plained in detail the work they were 
doing. These reports were well 
received and the activities of the 
Federation during the past year was 
given the enthusiastic endorsement 
of the delegates. The _ principal 
speakers during the week, in addition 
to those mentioned, were Henry C. 
Wallace, Secretary of Agriculture, H. 
W. Munford of Illinois and Mr. Gustaf- 
son of the U. S. Grain Growers. At the 
close of the convention, a very com- 
plete set of resolutions were adopted, 
embodying nineteen different para 
graphs. These resolutions took up 
many phases of legislative action In 
which Agriculture is interested in- 
cluding adequate credit facilities, co 
operative marketing, filled milk, 
adequate funds _ for tuberculosis 
eradication and armament reduction. 
The members pledged themselves by 
resolution to work with renewed 
enthusiasm to carry out the objects of 
the American Farm Bureau Federation 
and to do all in their power to con 
tinue to carry out successfully the 
program already started. With over 4 
million members, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation has an opportunity 
and a responsibility for service to 
agriculture and to the Nation that is 
unparal'eled in our history.

In 1919 less than 100 herds 
were under state supervision. Sept. 
1, 1921, there were 275 herds which 
had been tested and many more on 
the waiting list. The sentiment of the 
breeders is becoming almost unani- 
mous for tuberculin testing. New 
Jersey’s purebred Holstein herds will 
soon be clean. This work alone will 
be worth to the breeders many times 
the cost of running their association 
for years to come. 

3. Legislative Activities. They had 
50 breeders before the Legislature at 
one time in 1921. They were respon- 
sible for an emergency appropriation 
of $30,000 for accredited herd work 
and they asked for $75,000 for the 
work in 1921, and received it. Over 
$100,000 indemnity in a small state 
like New Jersey puts their breeders 
right in the “King Row” on this propo- 
sition. Was their organization worth 
while? This is surely big and quick 
dividends for the money the loyal 
breeders have put in their association 
which represents their business. 

4. Publicity Work. The Holstein 
Breed papers and leading agricultural 
journals have printed more news 
about New Jersey Holsteins this year 
than was published in five years pre- 
vious to the employment of a field 
secretary. Some fifty stories of New 
Jersey Holsteins have been published 
in leading agricultural journals this 
vear. Hardly an issue of the Holste!n 
World or Holstein Register comes out 


but what has from one to half a dozen 
news articles telling about what the 
Holstein cow is doing in New Jersey. 


This means that Holstein breeders 
everywhere are continually reading 
about New Jersey Holsteins. Does 


that help our business? I'll say it does. 

5. They have been actively interest- 
ed in Boys and Girls Club work. One 
hundred boys and girls in New Jersey 
have raised purebred Holstein calves 
this year. These calves are the foun- 
dation of future purebred herds. Most 
of them are on farms which previous- 
ly had no purebred female calves. 

6. Purebred Sire Work. An active 
campaign has been carried on for the 
eradication of scrub and grade sires to 
be replaced by good purebred bulls. 
This project as well as all of the 
others is being promoted in closest co- 
operation with the Dairy extension 
Dept. of the Agricultural College. 

7. Sale of Cattle. Contrary to the 
opinion of some, this is not the main 
work of our association. Several car- 
loads have been sold through’ the 
State Association, some going south 
as far as Virginia and west as far as 
Utah and north to Maine. A very 
satisfactory state sale was held. 

However our New Jersey breeders 
are looking farther ahead than just 
the immediate sales of the calendar 


vear. They realize that these other 
projects are building for more and 
better New Jersey Holsteins which 


will bring their own financial reward 
in the near future. 

8. Local and State Exhibits. Men- 
tion was made of the great show at 
the State Fair. This can be attributed 
to no other factor than the hard work 
of Secretary Bartlett. Fifty little 
breeders, many of them showing their 
animals for the first time went home 
with a clearer and better understand- 
ing of Holstein type and they will 
breed for a better type of Holstein 
and have a keener appreciation of the 
value and necessity of having well 
grown and well fitted animals if they 
are to win in the show ring and if they 
are going to make the best sales. Five 
county show herds comprising 50 ani- 
mals, all in the ring at one time, made 
a display of Holsteins which surpass- 
ed any live stock exhibit ever before 
made at Trenton. 

And thus we might enumerate other 
activities of the association and their 
field secretary, for he is a very busy 
man. He has made 500 farm visits, 
attended 24 Holstein meetings, con- 
ducted a great Holstein show, held a 
big State Sale, written 50 news §ar- 
ticles, written stacks of letters, and 
other things too numerous to mention. 
Always full of enthusiasm and preach- 
ing the gospel of better Holsteins. 

Now the skeptic will say “How has 
this affected the trade?” That we 
cannot state in definite terms, but we 
do know that in spite of all the 
calamity howling, financial depression 
and other unfavorable circumstances 
still the Holstein business in New Jer- 
sey is very good. The demand for 


purebred Holsteins is’ brisk at good

prices. We have no surplus and it 
has been necessary to £0 outside the 
state to supply the demand. Many new 
breeders are getting into the game 
and there is an increasing interest in 
all parts of the state. There is a 
harmonious spirit of hearty coopera- 
tion manifest everywhere which we 
believe has been largely created and 
fostered by the state association. Our 
business is in a very healthy condition 
and growing rapidly. 
Summarizing we will

THE IMPORTANCE OF GROWING 


CALVES 
By Prof. R. E. Caldwell 


A study of the values of all farm 
products reveals the fact that there 
are very definite periods of price de- 
clines and advances. This swing in 
price is usually uneven in that the 
periods of low prices are of shorter 
duration than are the periods of prof- 
itable production. This variation is 
but the working of the natural law 
of supply and demand. So long as an 
article may be produced at a profit 
it will continuously attract new pro- 
ducers until the point of over-produc- 
tion is reached. At this point a pro- 
nounced decrease in number of pro- 
ducers immediately follows, reducing 
the supply and causing the market 
to return to an attractive basis. 

The dairy industry has recently 
passed through this period of natural 
discipline. The “fly-by-night” dairy 
farmer has forfeited his charter and 
has sought other fields of endeavor. 
This has changed the course of the 
dairy business until today hope shines 
forth where in the past few months 
all has been despair. 

While the profits may be small at 
the present, time, the future is bright. 
More prosperous times are in store 
for the dairy farmer. To be fore- 
warned is to be fore-armed. If you 
are to be fore-armed you must have 
vour future dairy herd in course of 
development. Your calf herd will in 
two or three years from now be your 
producing herd. Therefore, the dairy- 
man who now grows his calves from 
his best cows is looking forward to 
the future. Economic conditions de- 
mand that he practice strict economy 
in calf feeding. This is possible 
through the use of complete knowl 
edge of calf feeding. Your State Col- 
lege will gladly advise you as to the 
better methods. In any event, grow 
vour calves—save this vear’s crop— 
they will make for you a future dairy 
herd and dairying will soon again be 
a highly profitable business.

the base of grand old Mt. Shasta, 

and surrounded on all sides by 

large forests and high mountain 
ranges and in a truly ideal climate, 
is situated the purebred Holstein 
herd of The McCloud River Lum- 
ber Company. At an elevation of 
3250 feet above sea level, with 
the best water to be found 
with nine months of perfect weather, 
and the other three much nicer than 
the average to be found in very many 
places, there can be no reason why 
the future of the herd here will not be 
bright. That there has never been a 
reactor in the herd is due to a great 
extent to the climate. 

A few years ago as the need for 
milk and its products arose among 
the employees of the company, a 
foudation herd of Holsteins was se- 
lected from various Minnesota herds 
and today after careful breeding and 
weeding, a select herd of 125 females, 
strong in Ormsby and great producers, 
is to be found here. 

The first herd sires used were Sir 
Korndyke Hengerveld De Kol 31st, a 
son of Sir Korndyke Hengerveld De 
Kol and out of a 29-lb. daughter of Sir 
Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol; and Mc 
Cloud Prince Ormsby, a son of Sir 
Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol. Ten 
daughters of McCloud Prince Ormsby 
have been tested during the past 15 
months and their records average 
580.1 lbs. milk and 24.26 lbs. butter; 
the highest records being those of 
McCloud Bess Quidee which at 5 yrs. 
2 mos. and 3 days is 660.3 lbs. milk 
and 31.37 lbs. butter and McCloud 
Daisy Imogen at 5 yrs. and 10 days 
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with 774.2 lbs. milk and 37.67 lbs. but- 
ter. Two others: have milked over 600 
Ibs. and there is one on test now 
which will do so in a few days. 

Later Sir Pietertje Ormsby Canary, 
a scn of old Sir Piet and Sir Bonheur 
Hengerveld Ormsby, a son of Johan- 
na Bonheur Champion, and out of a 
daughter of Sir Hengerveld De Kol 
and grand old Pietertje Maid Ormsby, 
were in service in the herd. The lat- 
ter bull, Sir Bonheur Hengerveld 
Ormsby, is still in service and twenty- 
two of his daughters are now in the 
herd. Seven have been tested and 
have made records’ up to 26 Ibs. as 
junior three-year-olds and 22 Ibs. as 
junior two-year-olds . 

Two other bulls in service today are 
Sir Ormsby. Akkrummer Colantha, a 
33-lb. son of Sir Ormsby Akkrummer 
Hengerveld, J. B. Irwin’s junior herd 
sire, who has a 39-lb. dam; and Sir 
Ormsby Johanna Banostine, a son of 
Sir Ormsby Hengerveld Korndyke and 
out of a 22-lb. three-year-old daugh- 
ter of Sir Ormsby Banostine Cham- 
pion. The first seven calves of the 
latter bull have been dropped the past 
month, six of which are heifers and 
a nicer lot of calves one can scarcely 
hope to see. 

Although testing has been done at 
various times for several years, it is 
only a little over a year ago that it 
was taken up in earnest and results 
have been extremely satisfactory. 
Sixteen records average 623.6 Ibs. 
milk and 27.48 lbs. butter which is by 
no means poor for the first season at 
the game. Nine of the sixteen records 
are over 612 lbs. milk and two are 
over 31 lbs. butter.

WHY MILK BY HAND 


The past twelve months has shown 
us that the dairy cow insures pros 
perity. No use going into details— 
milk and butterfat—steady income, 
profit, buying power. 

For centuries men have milked by 
hand. From the time before Christ up 
to 1910 A. D. farmers have straddled 
milk stools, day after day, year after 
year. During the past 20 years greater 
progress has been made in perfecting 
labor saving devices for dairymen, 
than during the previous 2,000 years. 
Why milk cows I'ke they did centuries 

















9 should a farmer wear him- 
06 at pullin’ teats” any more than 
he should thresh grain with a flail or 
plow with a hooked stick? 

What does modern machinery mean 
to the farmer? In 1830, a farmer in a 
working day of 10 hours, produced 
three bushels of wheat. In 1920 a 
farmer in a working day of 10 hours 
produced sixty bushels of wheat. 

The farmers of continental Europe 
produce more per acre (all crops) but 
not near sO much per Man. Taking 
poth acreage and yield into considera 
tion the average American farmer 
produces 2.5 times as much as the 
average Belgium farmer, 3.2 times as 
much as the average German or 
French farmer and 6.0 times as much 
as the average Italian farmer. 

Milking by hand the average Ameri- 
can farmer spends 100.44 hours per 
cow per year pullin’ teats, caring for 
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the milk and the utensils. Milking by 
machine the average American farmer 
spends 71.28 hours per cow per year 
watching the milking machine do the 
work, caring for the milk and the 
milker. 

Think of what this means in terms 
of days of labor per year saved in a 
herd of 15 cows! Not only is time 
saved but with any good milking 
machine, one man can do the werk of 
three, the size of the milking herd can 
be increased, a more sanitary product 
produced, and the hardest and most 
disagreeable work can be practically 
eliminated. 

We thresh grain with machinery, 
saw wood, by power, ride in autos, 
plow with tractors, distribute manure 
with spreaders, fill silos with blowers 
cut hay with mowers—why milk cows 
in 1921 A. D. like they did in the time 
before Christ? 








And the Holsteins Go Ahead 


By F. B. NICHOLS 








ITH the coming of fall the 
W Holstein men of the Middle 
West are finding an increas- 

ing interest in the breed, and a larger 
demand for -surplus stock. This is 
perhaps especially evident in Kansas, 
which has a strong association of the 
breeders, who are always pushing the 
blacks and whites. It is likely that 
the averages made at the sales this 
fall will show a considerable advance. 


The primary reason for this condl- 
tion is that there is a very general 
belief in the big place which dairying 
has in the Middle West. The growth 
of this line of farming is going to be 
the feature of the agriculture of that 
section in the next five years. Then 
big crops have been grown—more 
feed is available than will ever be 
used despite the efforts which cu 
livestock men are making—and the 
prices for dairy products are at fairly 
satisfactory levels, considering the low 
feed costs. This is true especially 
with both silage and alfalfa—Kansas 
is the greatest alfalfa hay producing 
state—and also with concentrated 
feeds. It is no wonder, therefore, that 
the Holstein breeders are finding that 
the sales outlook is getting brighter. 

“Naturally we are pleased over the 
growth in the interest in Holsteins,” 
said W. H. Mott of Herington, sales 
manager of the Kansi.s Holstein-Fries- 
ian Breeders’ Association, a few days 
ago. “We are convinced that the sen- 
timent in favor of the dairy cow in 
Kansas is here to stay, and that it will 
be well teflected in the rapid growth 
which the business is going to make in 
this state, and in the surrounaing 
States. We know that the Holste.. 
cow supplies a mighty good source 
through which Kansas feed crops can 
be marketed. Another factor of great 
consequence is that the high freight 
rates are showing us, as they never 
did before, the value of reducing farm 
crops to the form of concentrated, 
valuable products before they are 
shipped. Breeders understand these 
facts mighty well, and it has producea 
an encouraging feeling of optimism. 


I think that we all have a greater be- 
lief in the breed than we have ever 
had before.” 

A bright sidelight on the future out- 
look is shown by the widespread in- 
terest in Holsteins. Of course one 
would find this in the leading centers 
for the breed, such as around Mul- 
vane, Ft. Scott and Topeka, but it also 
is being reflected in localities where 
but little dairying has been done. 
There is a growing revolt against 
grain and hay farming, and an increas- 
ing appreciation of the larger profits 
which the dairymen are making. This 
means—and don’t you forget it—buy- 
ers at the sales this fall who are go- 
ing to boost prices. And it means, 
also, that Kansas is going to develop 
other Holstein centers which will give 
the present leading localities a real 
race. This in turn means that the 
Kansas Holstein-Friesian Association 
is going to have a larger membership 
next year and the next and the next. 
The growth of the business in the 
state has been due largely to the ex- 
cellent spirit of cooperation which the 
breeders have shown—they have been 
real boosters—and it is evident that 
this will be maintained. 

I find that there is quite a general 
belief among dairymen in the Middle 
West in the future of the market for 
dairy products; this is a whole lot 
more evident than any belief in the 
future of grain and hay prices. With- 
out doubt the educational work which 
has been done in teaching the food 
value of dairy products has produced 
results. There has been an increase 
in the consumption of butter, milk and 
cheese in both city and country. Many 
of the breeders are especially happy 
over the increase in the use of these 
valuable foods in the country, even if 
it will not mean anything much in the 
demand for their products—although 
it will lessen by just that much the 
amount sent to the _ cities—for it 
means a stronger and better race of 
farmers in the coming years. Kansas 
has a woman specialist in the use of 
dairy products, Miss Rena Faubion, 
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who has given her full time to this 
work, and the county agents have peen 
active. The increase in the use of 
milk in the schools has been especially 
noteworthy. 

Naturally this development in dairy- 
ing is producing a huge demand for 
dairy equipment; many of the leading 
breeders of Holsteins in Kansas have 
up-to-date buildings and )machinery 
which have reduced the _ so-called 
drudgery of dairying to a minimum. 
This is fortunate. There is no doubt 
that the close application required for 
success in dairying did much to hold 
down the growth in this business in 
the past, and there is no doubt, also, 
that the development of modern equip- 
ment has done a great deal to remove 
this curse. Here is a factor which I 
think that the older breeders do not, 
many times, play up properly to the 
general farmers whom they are trying 
to get interested in Holsteins. We are 
in a new era, and we must obtain the 
most from this advantage if the Hol- 
stein business is to make rapid prog- 
ress. 

_Of course the better business condi- 
tions in the Middle West are doing a 
great deal to help the Holstein busi- 
ness. With good crops, which are be- 
ing turned into cash rapidly, much of 
the “frozen credit” has been paid off 
The Federal Reserve Bank at Kansas 
City—the Tenth District—has reserves 
of 62 per cent, a high amount, and it 
is said that there is more than $2,000,- 
000 dollars available in the Wichita 
banks for lending, and much of this 
will be used for agricultural 


purposes, 
especially the buying of san tg 
Naturally this happier situation will 


be reflected in lower interest r t 

a@ more liberal credit policy mee 
agriculture. This means that the men 
who require some additional capital to 
get started into Holsteins can obtain 
it. Is it any wonder, considering all of 
these things, that the Holstein breed-

What a Country School Teacher 
Did for Better Herds

ARY BREUK is not an ordinary, 
M typical country school teacher. 
She is a young woman, in- 
terested in her youngsters, their prog 
ress and the goal she has set for her- 
self, a first grade teaching certificate. 
Her main interest is in the farmer, 
his business and the crying need of 
better dairy herds. 

The problem of the Derby 
Grange school district of Dubuque 
county, in which she teaches, as in 
every other throughout state and na- 
tion, is lack of interest in purebred 
dairy cattle. 

Cogitating the problem of bettering 
herds, she determined to start with 
the youngsters and determined to start 
a calf club with membership recruited 
from the ranks of her school children. 

As a result the Derby Grange school 
district has a calf club of 20 mem- 
bers, ranging from five to 15 years of

uge, with every youngster the owner 
of a purebred Holstein calf, the foun. 
dation of purebred herds in the years 
to come that will make Iowa a ranking 
dairy state. 

With her the idea of forming a 
calf club meant activity. A hard win- 
ter’s work among parents and the 
youngsters themselves ended in the 
securing of ten members who could 
pay for their purchases outright. Ten 
others wished to join but had no 
finances. 

It was then a banker, John Rider 
Wallis, stepped into the limelight and 


settled the question of finances 
through assuming the obligation of 
purchase for those not able to buy 


calves outright. He made it possible 
for members of the calf club to own 
purebred Holstein calves without a 
cent of outlay. County Agent N. G.

The organization work incidental 
to the raising of the ten thousand 
dollar budget which the directors and 
officers of the State Holstein Associa- 
tion deem necessary to meet require- 
ments for continuing the office and 
giving publicity to the breed for the 
coming year, is well under way.

Leitsch of Columbus, is directing the 
job and your secretary is looking to 
the details. Jefferson county is 
thoroughly organized and Mr. Ben 
Berg, starts off the first of the week 
to personally visit every Black and 
White cow owner in the county.

illinois A. R. O. Testing Plant 
Started 


HE Illinois Holstein Association 
T started their testing plant for 

making yearly semi-official 
records, October 15th. While the 
plant is primarily for the purpose of 
yearly records, short time records 
will be made. In fact, the first cow to 
freshen, owned by Fitcholm Farm, 
Aurora, has made a 29.04-lb. record 
and is still under supervision and may 
yet make 30 pounds. This record was 
made without crowding. Furthermore, 
she had been at the plant only one 
day when she freshened. This certainly 
speaks well for the work of the herd- 
man, H. W. Dressel. 

The Association was very fortunate 
in getting a man like Dressel to take 
charge of the plant. He is a graduate 
of the Mo. Agricultural College 
where he received his training under 
Eckles. He had charge of the herd at 
the Illinois Agricultural College until 
called to the army. After coming 
back he had charge of the fine herd 
of Guernseys at Four Pine Farm 
near Chicago. While there he. made a 
large number of big yearly records. 
We believe he will give Illiinois a 
good many more thousond pound cows 
within the next year. 

The management of the plant has 
been able to interest a number of 
Agricultural College graduates to come 
there as milkers so as to have a 
chance to take a_ string of cows 
through a year, thus getting valuable 
experience under an expert feeder and 
making a reputation for themselves at 
the same time. The Association aims 
to make this a training school for 
herdsmen. There is a large modern 
house on the premises that will be 
operated as a club house for the men. 
The Association will bring eminent 
men from time to time to lecture on 
technical subjects. 


The plant is located at Dixon. The 
Chamber of Commerce of Dixon is 
financing the building of a modern 
test barn to accommodate sixty cows. 
About half enough cows have already 
been procured and Field Secretary C. 
M. Long is at work procuring the 
remainder. 

The cows will be handled on a co- 
Operative basis—the owner will be 
credited with the actual milk the cow 
Sives, and charged with the actual 
feed eaten; the labor, barn rent, etc., 
will be prorated over the whole sixty 
head. The owner of the cow will pay 
the difference between the income 
from milk and the costs mentioned if 
there is any difference. 


At the last meeting of the executive 
committee a committee consisting of 
Chris Larsen of the Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association, Prof. Yapp of the 
Agricultural College,. Fred Morrison 
Jr., prominent breeder at Ramsey, 
illinois, and a member of the Board of 
Directors of the State Holstein As- 
sociation, R. N. Thompson, secretary- 


treasurer, of the association, and C. M. 
Long, field secretary, was appointed 
to select a bull for this project. The 
importance of this selection can readily 
be seen when we remember that this 
bull will be used on 60 of the best 
cows of Illinois and that many of the 
bull calves will be used as herd bulls 
back on the farms where the cows 
came _ from. In fact, it is the 
opportunity to get a herd bull that 
induces a good many to send their 
cows. If this bull is used for five or 
six years and his daughters are sent 
back to be tested it will give him a 
great opportunity. Incidentally it will 
build up a great family of Holsteins 
in Illinois and the leading breeders of 
the state will be behind the family. 
Rock River Farms are doing some 
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an average of just under 17,000 pounds.

Lucky, indeed, are 
the babies that get this milk. I have 
seen a good many certified plants but 
this is the cleanest I was ever in.
